In putting the case thus, he (the Solicitor- 
General) thought he was putting it as strongly against himself as 
he possibly could do. He did not enter into any consideration as 
to how they were obtained, which was a separate and distinct branch 
of the argument. The principle which he maintained applied in 
this case was, in the first place, that the Court of Chancery would 
upon alloccasions protect a person in the free use of his own pro- 
perty, and would prevent any other party from injuring that 
property. He apprehended that his lordship would not deem it 
necessary forhim to cite authorities in support of that proposition, 
as it was not disputed by his learned friends on the other side, 
either here or in the court below.

TABLE TALK. 
ONOURS in Russia are all 


“ military,’ even as applied to 
females. ‘‘ The lovely family of 
the Emperor Nicholas,” says 
Mrs. Romer, ‘‘ was brought up 
from the cradle by English 
nurses and governesses, under 
the superintendence of an old 
Scotchwoman, who was under- 
nurse to the present Emperor in 
his infancy. This individual 
holds the rank of a general 
officer (for everything in Russia 
is measured by a military scale), 
and has been decorated with the 
Order of St. Andrew, ennobled, 
and enriched.

This match- 
less collection was formed by the late Lord Grenville, at an un- 
limited expense ; it consists of eight folio volumes, elegantly bound 
in blue morocco, and was sold for £540. The purchaser was a 
stranger in the room, who gave the name of Williams. 


The scientific meetings for the week have comprised the 
Royal Institution, Geological, Antiquaries, Royal, Zoological, 
Royal Academy, Archwological Institute, Botanical, and Asiatic. 


An association (says the Eweter Gazette) of ladies of 
independent means has for some time been in operation in 
the three towns, under the name of “THE PROTESTANT SISTERS 
or Mercy,” and patronised by her Majesty the Queen Dowager. 
They are members of the Church of England, and have devoted 
themselves, with truly Christian zeal, to visiting the poor, and 
extending among the neglected children of the lower orders 
the blessings of sound scriptural education. Their visits are 
conducted with the sanction of the clergy of the respective districts, 
and their active labours have been given to the formation and sup- 
port of the District Parochial Schools. It is a subject of regret, as 
well as surprise, that the useful labours of these self-denying and 
praiseworthy individuals should have been made the subject of 
unmanly and malignant attack at the meetings of the “laity,” in 
Plymouth, on the occasion of the church-service agitation. 


The original floor of the ancient refectory at Durham has 
been discovered. About a foot and a half below the joists was a 
uniform surface of rubbish, on removing a portion of which to the 
depth of about three feet, the workmen struck upon the floor of the 
ancient refectory. It is composed of plain red encaustic titles, 
about ten inches square, and of much rougher composition than is 
now deemed requisite.

I was so ably assisted, that 
the matter was brought to a successful issue. It was nota difficult 
task to bring about such a result. I, therefore, fear you have 
greatly overrated my exertions in the matter. (No, no.) But you 
give me the credit of other achievements, because you say I have 
been the means of suppressing many useless and spurious lines. 
Although I must confess I have not done much to stop unprofitable 
projects, yet, perhaps, more credit is due to me on that account 
than for carrying out railivays. (Cheers.) I believe I have been 
instrumental in saving the unprofitable expenditure of £4,000,000. 
At lest £35,000,000 of money has been buried in projects which 
will never do more than pay the mere working expenses. (Cheers.) 
I mention this because, ina railway with which I am connected, a 
considerable portion of odium has been cast upon me because I 
have given it as my opinion that the carrying out of the project 
would be destructive of the interests of all who may embark their 
capital in it. (Cheers.) Iam «lad to see on my right a gentleman 
who, thirty years ago, took me by the hand, and introduced me to 
my first and most successful work, the re-erection of the steeple of 
Bow Church. I mean Mr. Gwilt. (Cheers.) Gentlemen, I assure 
you that I shall ever consider this day the proudest in my life; and 
T beg to express my sincere thanks to you, not only for your kind- 
hess on this occasion, but on all former periods. (Cheers. ) 

Mr. Gwilt confirmed the statement of Mr. Chadwick. He cer.

THE LATE ROBERT CADELL. 


Mr. Robert Cadell, of Edinburgh, who for the last thirty years 
held a very prominent situation as bookseller and publisher, but 
chiefly in connection with the so justly celebrated works of Sir 
Walter Scott, died on the 20th ult., at his seat near Edinburgh. _We 
believe Mr. Cadell commenced his career in a different profession ; 
but he married the daughter of the late eminent Mr. Constable, 
and was introduced into partnership with that gentleman on the 
retirement of Mr. Hunter, shortly after the publication of Sir 


Walter’s first poems, the prodigious success of which created a new 
era in the bookselling business, and gave to the genius and energy 
of Sir Walter the stimulus of unprecedented pecuniary remunera- 
tion in addition to accumulating literary fame. Year after year he 
poured forth the rich creations of his fertile brain; and such was 
their unprecedented success, that all the chief booksellers of the 


kingdom competed for the privilege of turning his literary mer- 
chandise into money.

SHocking DEATHS FROM STARVATION.—BIRKEN- 
HEAD.—On Sunday, Inspector M‘Neill proceeded to an empty house 
in Oak-street, Birkenhead, where he found a woman lying dead 
upon the floor, and a child, about nine months old, also dead, lying 
at her feet. Four young children, whose ages average from about 
four to ten, were huddled round the fireplace. The grate contained 
some scanty fuel, and the poor creatures were, in the language of 
the inspector, ‘‘ attemping to squeeze the heat out of the bars.” 
Behind the children lay the dead bodies of the mother and child. 
The house contained no article of furniture whatever, nor was there 
amorsel of food of any description within the walls. It appears 
that the deceased female (who was about forty years of age) was 
named Ellen Kane. She had come with her children from Ireland 
only a few days ago, and, forcing in the door, took possession of the 
unoccupied house, where she was found dead. She never applied 
to any of the parochial officers for relief, probably from fear of 
removal ; and the existence of the family, and their circumstances, 
were unknown to the authorities of the place until the inspector 
was informed of her death. The children stated to the officer that 
they had not tasted anything since Saturday morning, when their 
mother distributed amongst them a little bread. Mr. Downing, 
surgeon, was called in, and gave an opinion that both mother and 
child had perished from starvation. 


Accidents and Offences. 


Post-orricrE RospBpery AT CARMARTHEN.—Miss Anne 
Matthews, youngest daughter of Mr. Matthews, postmaster, was 
brought before the borough magistrates, on a charge of abstracting 
money from letters. Several cases were entered into, in which 
money had been abstracted; and the letters which had contained it 
were found amongst papers in her desk. The cases were clearly 
proved, and at the close of the examination, whicb lasted about 
three hours, she was committed to take her trial at the next session. 
Mr. Ramsey, who attended from the General Post-office, fully 
exonerated Mr. Matthews, Mrs. Matthews, and Miss Sarah 
Matthews from all blame whatever, and stated that they stood as 
high in the estimation of the authorities at the Post-office as they 
ever did. He also stated that he had several other charges against 
Miss Anne Matthews, which he would not prefer at present. This 
transaction has caused a great deal of excitement in the town. 


A Faruer AccIDENTALLY SHoT By HIs Son.—Last 
week the Rev. Mr. Farwell, rector of St. Martin’s, Looe, went 
with his two sons to a pond, a short distance from his house, the 
elder son having a gun loaded with swanshot. A coot made its 
appearance in the pond, when the son fired at it, not observing that 
his father was on the opposite side, when a shot struck him on the 
cheek, just below the right eye, where it remains embedded. The 
blood flowed copiously from the nose and mouth. Hopesare enter- 
tained that the shot may soon be extracted. 


ToraL Loss or AN Emigrant Suip.—We regret to 
state that the emigrant-ship Atlantic, Captain Ross, which sailed 
from Liverpool for New Orleans, on the 12th ult., has been run on 
shore near Ardrossan, and gone to pieces. The Atlantic had no 
less than four hundred emigrants on board; and, considering the 
tempestuous weather through which she passed prior to the accident, 
it is somewhat wonderful that no lives were lost. This was in a 
great degree owing to the activity, manly bearing, nautical skill, 
and great humanity of the gallant captain who commanded the ship. 


Eicgut Persons Drownep.—The village of Halton, 
near Lancaster, has been a scene of extraordinary commotion and 
excitement, in consequence of the upsetting of asmall flat-bottomed 
boat in the river Lune, immediately adjoining that village. As- 
sistance was immediately procured, but was entirely unavailing. 
It appears that the workmen employed upon the North Western 
Railway, which runs along the other bank of the river, have been 
for some time back in the habit of using this boat for the purpose 
of crossing over to Halton, where many of them reside. On the 
evening in question, about six o’clock, the boat had been twice 
across, but on the third occasion, so great was the anxiety to cross, 
that no fewer than thirteen crowded uponit. There being some 
danger apprehended, three of the parties jumped ashore, and with 
its freight of ten human beings the boat was pushedoff. It reached 
about midway of the stream, when a wave caught it, and it imme- 
diately capsized. ‘There was a strong fresh in the river, and the 
boat was seen floating rapidly down; voices were heard as if some 
of the parties were clinging to the boat, but unfortunately, no other 
boat being at hand, the necessary assistance could not be rendered. 
Of the ten persons on board, two only were saved; one of them 
swam to the bulk side of the river, and the other landed upon the 
Halton side; the other eight sank to rise no more. 


Deatru By Frre.—A melancholy accident has occurred 
(says the Carlisle Patriot) at Claremont-place, Gateshead. The 
maid-servant of Mr. Robinson, of Claremont-place, heard cries from 
the room in which her mistress had been sitting, and ran up from 
the kitchen. She found the room filled with smoke, and saw Mrs. 
Robinson lying on the floor in flames. An alarm brought in the 
neighbours, by whom the fire was extinguished, and medical aid 
was immediately procured; but the unfortunate lady died the next 
day, without having been able to give any account as to how the 
accident occurred. Mr. Robinson, who is a partner in the Nor- 
thumberland Glass-works, was from home at the time, but returned 
from Leeds on receiving intelligence of the sad calamity. 


A Vittacr Burnep To THE GrounD.—Last week a 
fire broke out in the picturesque village of Greenend, near Sawtry, 
which destroyed nearly forty houses, nearly one-half of the place. 
About half-past seven o’clock in the evening, flames were observed 
issuing from the premises in the occupation of a Mr. Flanders, and 
were supposed to have originated by a spark falling from the chimney 
on the thatched roof. A furious storm, existing at the time, 
scattered the flames to the houses adjacent, which, on account of 
being thatched, ignited rapidly, and in an incredily short space of 
time no fewer than twelve houses were in ablaze. The bulk of 
them being tenanted by poor farming labourers, it was most dis- 
tressing to witness the poor people rushing about in a state of 
almost distraction; most of them, the flames extending with such 
velocity from house to house, were unable to save any portion of 
their furniture or property. Two engines were brought into play, 
but were of no avail against the strong wind. The conflagration 
was not checked till nearly twelve o’clock at night. Hvery exertion 
was made by the rector and principal inhabitants to provide tem- 
porary shelter for the unfortunate people who had been burnt out 
of their houses. A subscription has been set on foot for them. 


SurcrpE or Mr. VARLEY, ENGRAVER AND JEWELLER, 
FLEET-STREET:—On Friday evening (last week) an inquest was 
held on the body of Mr. Benjamin MoxonVarley, who was discovered 
to have shot himself. The deceased, who succeeded his late father 
some years since, was a bachelor, and was found by his housekeeper, 
about ‘one o’clock in the afternoon, extended upon the floor of 
his bedroom, quite dead. Verdict, ‘That the deceased had 
shot himself, but there was no evidence as to the state of his mind 
at the time.”’ 


Distressinc Surcipe.— On Saturday night last an 
inquest was held at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital on the body of Mrs. 


Fanny Smith, aged 59, who committed suicide by cutting her 
throat. Deceased, who was the wife of Mr. Smith, tailor, residing 
at 12, Barnsbury-grove, Barnsbury-park, Islington, had been in a 
very desponding state of mind, caused by the death in childbed of 
her daughter-in-law. On the Thursday night she appeared more 
cheerful, but about half-past two on the Friday morning she cut 
her throat with a knife. Surgical aid was promptly procured, but 
it was of no avail, as her violence prevented the surgeon sewing up 
the wound. She was taken to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, where 
she repeatedly and with great emphasis declared that she had lived 
a most happy life. She lingered till Saturday morning, when she 
expired. Verdict—* Temporary insanity.” 


MurpEr or a GAMEKEEPER.— George May, a watcher 
in the Duke of Cleveland’s employment, left his home at Raby 
Folly, at six o’clock a.m,, and, not returning, a search was made, 
and the body was found in Trundle Myer’s plantation. He was 
lying on his face in a pool of blood, his head being almost blown 
off, He had no gun, A loaded double-barrelled pistol was found 
in his coat pocket. 


HorriBLE Murper or a Cup sy rrs MoTHER.— 
At Portsmouth, Mary Anne Beveridge, a blind woman, was brought 
before Major Travers, and William Thompson, Esq., charged with 
the wilful murder of her son, about five years of age. The prisoner, 
about two years 4g0, was tried at the Winchester assizes for the 
murder of another child, when a verdict of insanity was given, and 
she was ordered to be kept in confinement. After she had under- 
gone a short imprisonment at Winchester she was transmitted to 
the Portsea union, whence she has since been liberated, but by 
whose orders is at present unknown.—William Cox, a police- 
constable, stated that about ten minutes before eight o’clock on Fri- 
day morning (last week) he was on duty at the Portsea station- 
house, when the prisoner came to him. He spoke to her first, and 
said, ‘‘ Well, what do you want?” Not answering him, he asked 
the same question a second time, when she replied, “I have 
strangled another child.”” He asked if it was dead, when she re- 
plied, “‘ Yes.” He then asked her how old it was, and she said, 
“‘ Five years old.” He next inquired whether it was a boy or girl, 
when she said, “It is my boy.” He afterwards asked where she 
lived, when she replied, ‘‘ In Military-row, in a high red house.” 
Witness detained the prisoner, and despatched another constable 
to the house to make inquiries, when it was found that the state- 
ment made by the wretched woman was but tootrue. The poor 
child was found in bed strangled by means of a cotton cord being 
twisted tightly round its throat.—The bench remanded the prisoner, 
to allow time for the coroner’s inquest to be held.

PARIS. 

If the Paris journals on the side of order are to be believed, the 
French capital has had a very narrow and fortunate escape. It 
appears that the Red Republicans and Socialists had laid their 
plans with every confidence of success, and that the secret societies 
had agents in all the large towns ready to second the movement. 
The President of the Republic appears to have acted with great 
prudence as well as courage. He has openly and indignantly dis- 
avowed the Imperialists, who have been endeavouring to excite the 
people to a manifestation in favour of the Empire, and pretending 
to be acting with his approbation and consent. He has also for- 
bidden that the Liberté, the organ of this party, and which has 
constantly attacked his Ministers, shall be any longer admitted 
into his palace. His cousin, Pierre Bonaparte, has received from 
the Government a caution to be more prudent in his relations with 
the Red Republicans. 

There was a reportin Paris that Ledru Rollin had been arrested, 
but it appears to have been unfounded. This wild demagogue 
generally contrives to escape the noose into which he leads his 


dupes. 
INDIA. 


If we may rely upon the Indian press, the army on the Chenaub 
waits till the besiegers of Moultan shall have completed their task, 
and ascended the country to aid in a further advance upun the 
rebels now encamped on the Jelum. : 

At Moultan they had long been waiting for a battering-train 
coming slowly up from Bombay ; and this, by the last accounts, had 
arrived within a few miles of its destination. 

“Justice to Sir J. Thackwell (says the Globe), whose share in 
the abortive affair on the Chenaub is yet to be judged of upon 
better foundation than that of newspaper reports, requires that we 
should notice a subsequent and more particular description of his 
encounter (after being joined by Brigadier Godby) with the Sikh 
army on the right bank. It is stated by the Delhi Gazette that Sir 
Joseph ‘had received positive orders not to engage the enemy,’ and 
that, acting upon these orders, he limited his reception of the 
enemy, who advanced in order of battle, to such movements as were 
requisite to prevent his being outflanked, and to a spirited return 
of their attacks with artillery—and, further, that the Sikhs began 
their retreat during the afternoon (3rd December), and had entirely 
disappeared by sunset. Whether, if this were so, Lord Gough’s 
orders quite precluded the exercise of any discretion by his sub- 
ordinate under circumstances obviously favourable to a battle—and 
whether, if so, such orders should have been given, remains to be 
seen.

BABY’S BIB, 
Materials—Raworth’s crochet thread No, 84; Penelope crochet 
No, 3. 

Make a chain of 38 stitches. 

1 row plain crochet, 

The following rows to be worked tightly, and, taking up 
each side of the chain, increase on each side during 10 rows. 

Then 4 rows without increasing, 9 rows decreasing on each 
side, 3 rows increase each side, work 29 stitches; return to 
form the collar part. 

Decrease during 11 rows for the neck, but increase 1 stitch 
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COVERLET FOR INFANT'S COT, 


Work 6 rows, increasing at the outer edge, but do not either 
éncrease or decrease at the neck. 

10 rows more, decreasing at each edge. ; 

Fasten off and commence on the other side of the bib, and 
work to correspond, taking up 29 stitches as before. : 

Work round the bib an edging of 5 chain, miss 2, 1 plain. 

Work it also up one side of the joining; on the other side 
sew 3 cambric buttons, 

This article looks very well made according to the same form, 
only in quilted, fine jaconot muslin.

Cold must he be, not to the 
charms of Nature alone, but to all those kind and affectionate fee]- 
ings which cheer and comfort us in our pains and sorrows, He 
who loves not flowers is fully as unamiable as the man whom our 
bard describes as not loving music.

The snowdrop, or ‘fair maid of February,” though not origin- 
ally indigenous to England, is now spoken of in our botanical 
works as a native plant. This lovely flower is not noticed in the 
works of our older herbalists and early poets, nor is it often found, 
excepting in spots which are known to have been the sites of ancient 
gardens, Gerard calls it the ‘timely flowering bulbous violet,” and 
says, ‘These plants do growe wilde in Italie and the places 
adjacent, notwithstanding our London gardens have taken pusses- 
sion of them all for many years past.”’ 

The SNowpRop (Galanthus nivalis). The plant belongs to the 
family of Amaryllidacée, and grows wild in France, Italy, Austria, 
and Silesia, and receives its name of Galanthus from two Greek 
words signifying “milk” and ‘flower,’ on account of the milky 
whiteness of its blossoms. ‘The corolla is attached to the stalk in 
so delicate a manner that it moves with the wind in every position, 
without danger of being snapped asunder, while its drooping 
moisture, and the pure whiteness of its petals, cause them to act 
as reflectors of light and heat to the anthers. 

The author of the ‘‘ Flora Historica” suggests that, although 
the snowdrop appears to greatest advantage springing from the 
grassy sides of the orchard’s hedge, or the undisturbed turfy rising 
grounds of the garden, yet that, in small gardens, they would ap- 
pear to great advantage under shrubs or trees, and, if planted in 
the lawn, have all the appearance of growing wild. As grass-plots 
seldom require mowing until the time of the snowdrop’s flowering 
is over, it may be in some instances planted in the most favourable 
spots for being seen from the windows of the breakfast-room. 

The Primrose—Primula vulgaris, and the Poryanruus—P, 
vulgaris, var. caulescens, belong to the natural order of Primu- 
lacée@. ‘The former is too well known and too great a favourite to 
need description. The botanical name (Primuia) of this harbinger 
of spring is derived from primus, first, or prime. Hence the 
flower has been called prime-rose, which has been contracted into 
primrose. 

The polyanthus is a florist’s flower. The colour is always yel- 
low and brown, and the finest flowers are those which have ‘the 
segments ofthe corolla flat, and the circumference marked with a 
yellow line; the pistil should not be seen, the anthers alone being 
visible, and arranged symmetrically so as to form what florists 
calla moss eye. Sometimes the anthers are not seen, but the style 
and stigma stand up conspicuously like a large pin; when this is 
the case, the flowers are called pin-eyed, and are worthless. The 
polyanthus, the primrose, the oxlip, and the cowslip, are all 
species of the same genus, and hybrise readily, so that an endless 
number of varieties may be raised from seed. When there is 
room and leisure, this affords a great source of interest to the 
amateur. : 

The W1INnTER AconrItTE (Helleborus hyemalis), belonging to the 
order Ranunculacee, is a great favourite with early-flower growers, 
from the pleasing contrast of its bright yellow blossoms with the 
deep green of the elegantly cut leaf. From the ease with which it 
is raised, and the rapidity with which it spreads, the winter 
aconite has become very common. ‘The plant may be propagated 
by seeds, which it ripens abundantly, but which do not flower till 
the second year. When the plant is to be divided, it should be 
done in June, or as soon as the leaves have withered, as otherwise 
the plant will wither from the decay of the tuberous part. When 
once established, the winter aconite spreads rapidly, and generally 
appears to change its position every year.

It will find many admirers 
wherever it may be sung: it is well adapted for amateur per- 
formance. 


THE DRAMA, 


HayMARKET.—The Court plays and entertainments con- 
tinue to attract crowded houses at this theatre; and they deserve to 
do so—not because court favour has to so great a degree called 
public attention to them for the moment, but on account of the 
admirable manner in which they are sustained. We have seldom 
witnessed a finer display of histrionic talent than was displayed on 
Monday last in that greatest conception of human genius, ‘‘ Hamlet.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
English Medieval Embroidery. London: J. H. Parker, 1848, 


The greater part of the first division of this interesting little 
work was originally a contribution to ‘ The Archeological 
Journal,”’ about four years since; but, as the information there 
given was confined principally to the readers of that most ex- 
cellent publication, we are glad the learned author has been in- 
duced to give it to the world in a separate form, and with 
valuable additional matter. The second division, or the 
‘« Practical Chapter,” written by a female hand, will havea 
peculiar charm for ladies, as the fair authoress not only gives 
a full account of all the materials employed,—the velvet or 
silk to which the embroidery is attachéd— the unbleached 
linen on which the figures, &c., are wrought—the “ rich gold 
thread, called passing, or tambour, floss silk and mitorse, or 
twisted silk, jewels, beads, raised spangles, &c.,”’—but furnishes 
minute directions as to the long, short, chain Stitches, &c., 
which are necessary to enable the ladies of the present 
day to emulate the works for which their ancestors Were 
once so renowned. Many of our readers, perhaps, are not 
aware that so great was the excellency of the needle. 
work of English female hands, that it was known on the 
Continent by the name of Anglican opus, or English work. The 
orphreys of goodly needlework are continually mentioned 3 and 
we find in the will of John, Bishop of Marseilles, who died in 
1345, that he made a special bequest to the church of his alb

in such a throng no one could be seen to advantage. 


AIncendiarism still continues in the north. Within two 
miles of Belfast the criminal disturbers have been doing their work 
of mischief in the open day. <A public meeting was held in Belfast 
on Thursday, the mayor in the chair, and strong resolutions were 
passed. There is an account in the Belfast Chronicle of an incen- 
diary outrage. The stacks of a Captain Garner were fired, and 
damaged to the amount of £50. 
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THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The horses of William’s messengers are held by a diminutive 
person with a beard, over whom is inscribed the name Turold, 
and whose figure was given in our last number. His dress is 
totally different from all the other personages. He is clad in a 
kind of tunic, and his trousers come down as far as the ankle. 
His head does not appear so large as we should expect to see if 
he were a dwarf; and, although small in person, he is evidently 
strong, as he is holding a horse in each hand, one of which is 
throwing up his head and struggling. The conjectures respect- 
ing this personage have been extremely various; the most sin- 
gular is that of Miss Strickland, who, without assigning any 
authority for her statement, startles us with the following 
account :— 

‘‘This pictorial chronicle of her mighty consort’s achieve- 
ments appears to have been in part, at least, designed for 
Matilda by Thierry, a dwarf artist, who, moved by a natural 
desire of claiming his share in the celebrity which he foresaw 
would attach to the work, has cunningly introduced his own 
effigies therein with a sly inscription, importing that he was 
the person who illuminated the canvas with the proper outlines 
and colours.”’ 

Turold, we find, was not an uncommon name in Normandy, 
and there doubtless was good reason why the individual here 
introduced should have been thus especially noticed. The 
tutor of William was named Turold, but he died before the 
conquest, so that he could not be intended by the figure. 

Another Turold succeeded Odo as Bishop of Bayeux; he,

however, could not be the person introduced. Domesday 
Book furnishes the best clue to a satisfactory explanation, by 
informing us that a son of Turold was one of the under-tenants 
of Odo, in Essex. Turold himself was, no doubt, a follower of 
the prelate, and on that account was introduced into the 
tapestry. This conjecture will be found to be confirmed by a 
similar mention of two other followers of Odo in a later portion 
of the needlework. 

Immediately after the horses of the messengers, we sce an 
open room or hall, probably that of Count Guy, towards which 
two persons are coming at full speed, their hair streaming, 
to depict haste. They have lances in their right hands, 
with the points forward, and shields ornamented with a dragon- 
like figure on their left arms. Over them is the inscription, 
“‘ Nuntii Willelmi’””—The messengers of William. 

It is probable that Guy at first refused to release Harold at 
William’s request, and that these are two other messengers 
hastening to use more powerful arguments, and threats, if 
necessary, to compel Guy to accede to the duke’s wishes. On 
the tree, which here again marks the usual division, a man is 
represented as being on the look out for the return of those who 
had been sent.. The position of the figure and the galloping 
of the horses are meant to designate the impatience of the duke. 

Under Turold the border represents a man throwing a stone 
from a sling at some birds, The Anglo-Saxons were exceed- 
ingly skilful in the management of the sling; its form is pre- 
served in several of their paintings, and a manuscript of the 
eighth century, in the Cotton Library, has a representation 
similar to that on the border. In that manuscript the figure 1s 
throwing a stone at a bird upon the wing, which is at some 
distance from him. The war-sling was attached to a staff, 
three or four feet in length, wielded with both hands, and loaded 
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with a large stone. These slings appear to have been chiefly 
used in besieging cities and in naval engagements, A little 
further in the same border we see a man with a swor 
and shield fighting with a bear, which is chained to a tree: 
Bear-baiting was a very favourite amusement with the Anglo- 
Saxons, and kept its place among other barbarous sports eve? 
in Queen’s Anne’s time. Queen Elizabeth seems to have bee? 
partial to the unfeminine and cruel practice, as we find in the 
life of Sir Thomas Pope, that, when Qucen Mary visited het 
sister the Princess Elizabeth, during her confinement at 
Hatfield-house, the next morning after mass a grand exhibition 
of bear-baiting was made for their amusement, with which 
‘‘ their highnesses were right well contented.” Elizabeth her- 
self, soon after her accession to the throne, gave a splendi 
dinner to the French ambassadors, who were afterwards eD- 
tertained with the baiting of bulls and bears, and the Quee® 
pyeod with the ambassadors looking on the pastime till six at 
night, 

The next inscription, marked at the commencement with # 
cross, which is the ordinary mode of showing the beginning 0 
a legend, is ‘* Hic venit nuntius ad Wilgelmum ducem’’—Heré 
comes a messenger to Duke William. William is seated of 
his throne, holding a sword in his hand with the point up- 
wards, Guy appears to grasp his in the middle of the blade; 
William, on the contrary, holds it by the handle, The seat of 
state of William differs from that of Guy, in being furnished 
with a cushion, which is wanting in the other. He is evidently 
speaking to a man who is before him ina posture of suppli- 
cation, and who, being a Saxon, as we see by the moustache, 
1s, probably, a messenger who had been secretly sent by 
Harold. Two of William’s attendants are present with lances 
the one in front with the dragon-ornamented shield.

The thieves no 
doubt concocted their plans to obtain possession of the valuable and antique 
crozier of the founder of the college, William of Wykeham, which, as is well 
known to those who have visited this university, is carefully preserved in 
the chancel of New College Chapel, and shown to visitors as a precious relic 
of the originator of that munificent foundation. This sacrilegious intention 
was from some cause baflled, and the only plunder carried off was a pair of 
massive silver-gilt candlesticks. 

REFORM OF THE OXFORD EXAMINATION STATUTES.—The new scheme 
for the extension of the system of university education has passed the board 
of heads of houses, and will be brought before convocation before the end of 
Lent term. The statute which it will supersede was drawn up by the late 
master of Balliol College, Dr. Parsons, sometime Bishop of Peterborough, and 
dates from 1807.

28TH REGIMENT.—The prisoner Toomey, belonging to the 28th Regiment, 
in Plymouth citadel, who was tried by court-martial some time since for 
striking an officer of that regiment, was, on Saturday last, sentenced to be 
transported for fourteen years. 

INvaLID Deport AT CHATHAM.—3038 invalids joined during the last 
year; 74 died on the Ist of January, 1849; 352 cases were to be disposed of.

taken together, set forth a plan for reducing the expenditure and increasing 
the efficiency of the dockyard establishments.

SRS BADWS NEWSPAPER. 


A MAN ROBBED AND THROWN INTO THE RIVER. 

At Southwark, Michael Knight, a respectable-looking man, was brought 
up from the station-house at the rear of this court, where he had been for 
some hours, having been previously taken out of the river in an exhausted 
condition, into which he stated he had been thrown by two men for refusing 
to give them some money.—A_ fireman, belonging to the floating fire-engine 
moored off the Southwark-bridge, stated that, while on board that morning 
about three o’clock, he heard the cries of some person in distress at some 
distance off, and a splashing of water as if he was in the river. He (witness) 
got into a boat alongside, and rowed towards the spot whence the noise 
proceeded, and, on approaching a barge that was moored off Bankside, he 
saw aman in the river, struggling to keep his head above water by holding 
onaplank that projected a little beyond the others, but he was in such an 
exhausted condition when witness got there that he must have sunk ina 
very short time. Witness, however, extricated the man from his perilous 
situation by dragging him into his boat, and, some policemen having by that 
time been attracted to the spot, they got him on shore, and subsequently to 
the station-house, where a change of clothing being procured, and proper 
attention shown to him, he soon recovered sufficiently to be enabled to give 
an account of the circumstances which led to his being found in the river. 
Witness was present when he made the statement, which was to the effect 
that he had been over in the City with some friends, and on his return home, 
in walking along Bankside, he was accosted by two men, one of whom asked 
him for some money, which he refused to give, and that, immediately upon 
his refusal, he had his watch forcibly snatched from his pocket, and on his 
resisting, being near the river-side at the time, his two assailants pushed 
him off Bankside into the water, and left him to struggle for his life. The 
witness added that the men appeared to have been drinking, but they were 
not intoxicated._[ Where was the police all this time?]—Mr. Cottingham 
questioned Knight, who said that he had been seven years in the employ of 
Mr. Hales, a tallow-chandler, and that, being out with some friends on Sunday 
until a late hour, as he was walking home he was interrupted by two men 
on Bankside. They wanted money from him, which he refused to give 
them, and they then pushed him into the river; and he certainly would 
have been drowned but for the assistance rendered to him by the man from 
the fire-engine, who got him into the boat at a time he wag exhausted and 
inasinking condition.—Mr. Cottingham said that the complainant’s account 
of the circumstances attending his being attacked in the way he described 
and thrown into the river was very alarming, and the police, being informed 
of it, would no doubt endeavour to discover the perpetrators of such a 
desperate act. The magistrate added that Knight had to consider that his 
life was saved by the prompt attention of the man from the floating fire-engine 


A PROFESSED BEGGAR.—CRUELTY TO A CHILD. 

At Westminster, Hannah Kelly, a middle-aged woman, whose face was 
disfigured by a contusion under each eye, apparently the result of arecent 
pugilistic encounter, was charged with begging, and also with cruelty to a 
tine little child she held in her arms.—Mr. W. Williams, residing at Chelsea, 
said that he was passing through Pelham-crescent, Brompton, at about one 
o’clock that day (Monday), when the defendant solicited alms of him. At 
the time he first observed the woman the child was perfectly quiet, but 
when he got abreast of her the child gave aloud scream, but was quiet again 
almost directly he had passed. Struck with the singularity of the circum- 
stance, and entertaining some suspicion as to the cause of the poor child’s 
screaming, he watched the defendant for several minutes, and when there 
were no persons near, the child was extremely quiet, but the very moment 
a lady or gentleman approached the child again screamed.—Mr. Broderip 
inquired whether it was such a scream as a child would give in consequence 
of sudden pain?—Mr. Williams replied that it was. He then went to look 
fora policeman, and found that two ladies who had also observed her conduct 
were in quest of an officer in order to give her into custody.—G. Coster, 
196 B, stated that two ladies complained to him of the defendant’s conduct.— 
Mr. Broderip inquired whether anything was known of the defendant ?—The 
police replied that she had been about the streets for the last twelve months, 
and was a regular beggar.—Mr. Broderip asked her whether the child was 
her own?—Defendant replied that it was.—Mr. Broderip expressed his 
regret that he had not the power to take the poor little thing away from her. 
He entertained not the slightest doubt that the defendant was a professed 
beggar, and one of the very worst of that class. It was in general with 
reluctance that he exercised the extreme power given him, but in this 
instance he regretted that the law did not allow him to inflict a greater 
punishment, as he had no doubt that she was in the habit of tormenting the 
poor child that by its cries she might the better extract money from the 
benevolent passers-by. He then committed her for one month to hard labour 
in the House of Correction.

In the case of the Duke of Queensbury v. Sheb- 
beare, 62 Eden, 329, being the case relating to Lord Clarendon’s 
manuscript, ‘‘ History of the Reign of Charles II.,’”’ which had 
come into the possession of a gentleman of the name of Gwynne 
after Lord Clarendon’s death, an injunction was asked for to re- 
strain the publication of the manuscript, and the injunction was 
granted by the Lord Chancellor, although it was manifest that the 
work was not the property of the party who asked for the injunc- 
tion.

It was contended, on 
the other side, that this was a fit case to be sent to a court of law, 
to ascertain the right of the plaintiff in the knowledge contained in 
the catalogue; but he (the Solicitor-General) submitted that the 
case, as it appeared in the pleadings, established that right. It 
was admitted that the etchings were the sole property of the 
plaintiff, and he contended that everything relating to those etch- 


ings was also his exclusive right, and that the only question to be 
discussed was whether or not there had been a violation of that

ONOURS in Russia are all 


“‘ military,”’ even as applied to 
females. ‘‘ The lovely family of

of maps, views of noted builings, pedigrees, scarce tracts, poetical 
broadsides, an autograph letter.pf Lady Grenville, &c. This match- 
less collection was formed bythe late Lord Grenville, at an un- 
limited expense ; it consists of eight folio volumes, elegantly bound 
in blue morocco, and was sold for £540. The purchaser was a 
stranger in the room, who gave the name of Williams. 


The scientific meetings for the week have comprised the 
Royal Institution, Geological, Antiquaries, Royal, Zoological, 
Royal Academy, Archeological Institute, Botanical, and Asiatic. 


An association (says the Eweter Gazette) of ladies of 
independent means has for some time been in operation in 
the three towns, under the name of ‘‘ Tua PROTESTANT SISTERS 
or Mercy,” and patronised by her Majesty the Queen Dowager. 
They are members of the Church of England, and have devoted 
themselves, with truly Christian zeal, to visiting the poor, and 
extending among the neglected children of the lower orders 
the blessings of sound scriptural education. Their visits are 
conducted with the sanction of the clergy of the respective districts, 
and their active labours have been given to the formation and sup- 
port of the District Parochial Schools. It is a subject of regret, as 
well as surprise, that the useful labours of these self-denying and 
praiseworthy individuals should have been made the subject of 
unmanly and malignant attack at the meetings of the “laity,” in 
Plymouth, on the occasion of the church-service agitation. 


The original floor of the ancient refectory at Durham has 
been discovered. About a foot and a half below the joists was a 
uniform surface of rubbish, on removing a portion of which to the 
depth of about three feet, the workmen struck upon the floor of the 
ancient refectory. It is composed of plain red encaustic titles, 
about ten inches square, and of much rougher composition than is 
now deemed requisite. 


Dr. Smith, of Glasgow, lately deceased, had from an early 
period cultivated literature with zeal and success. He did not write 
much, but his knowledge and good taste procured him the society 
and correspondence of many of the most distinguished men of letters 
of the day.

THE PARIS AND LONDON FASHIONS. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 

Fig. 1. Evening Costume,—Dress of rich pomona-green satin. 
The skirt very full, and ornamented up the front by a trimming 
of rows of black lace set on one over another in a spiral direc- 
tion, the trimming narrowing from the bottom of the skirt to 
the waist. The corsage plain and pointed in front. Instead of 
a berthe, a small fichu of black lace covers the back part of the 
neck and shoulders, and tke ends are tied loosely in front of 
the bosom. Pagoda sleeves, with deep ruffles of black lace ; 
the latter hanging considerably below the elbow, and looped 
up in front of the arm. The hair arranged in plain bandeaux 
in front, and in chignons and twists at the back part of the 
head. A small fanchon cap of black lace, trimmed with 
rouleaux of red velvet and bouquets of flowers. Short gloves 
of white kid, and on the arms several bracelets, having clasps 
set with precious stones.

striped silk; the ground pale green, and the stripes (which are 
exceedingly broad) in rich shades of buff and cerise.

He 
saw that it would be infinitely more to the advantage of the share- 
holders to dispose of their line to a large company than to work it 
themselves. By his arguments he convinced his brother share- 
‘holders, and had the satisfaction, in consequence of the purchase by 
the South-Western Company, of returning to the proprietors of the 
Richmond line the whole of their deposits, with the addition of a 
‘large premium. Wxtraordinary services such as these have never 
before been rendered by any railway director to his brother share- 
holders, and therefore is it fitting that such services should be 
acknowledged by a more than ordinary manifestation of esteem and 
gratitude.

THE LATE ROBERT CADELL. 


Mr. Robert Cadell, of Edinburgh, who for the last thirty years 
held a very prominent situation as bookseller and publisher, but 
chiefly in connection with the so justly celebrated works of Sir 
Walter Scott, died on the 20th ult., at his seat near Edinburgh. _We 
believe Mr. Cadell commenced his career in a different profession ; 
but he married the daughter of the late eminent Mr. Constable, 
and was introduced into partnership with that gentleman on the 
retirement of Mr.Hunter, shortly after the publication of Sir 
Walter’s first poems, the prodigious success of which created a new 
era in the bookselling business, and gaye to the genius and energy 
of Sir Walter the stimulus of unprecedented pecuniary remunera- 
tion in addition to accumulating literary fame, Year after year he 
poured forth the rich creations of his fertile brain; and such was 
their unprecedented success, that all the chief booksellers of the 
kingdom competed for the privilege of turning his literary mer- 
chandise into money. Had he, indeed, received gold and not 
paper, the seventy-four volumes of his tales would have realized a 
sum far beyond what any author ever received, and almost sur- 
passing the fairy gifts of Oriental fiction; but his eonnection with 
the house of Constable and Co., who were his principal publishers, 
led him into pecuniary speculations which eventually engulfed the 
larger portion of his well-earned fortune, At the time of the 
bankruptey of Constable and Co,, it was found that an astonishing 
stock of Sir W. Seott’s works were on hand, which were peremptorily 
sold off for about half their value, which ereated an impression 
that the yalue of the copyrights had been sold out. Mr. Cadell, 
however, thought very differently, and decided on a republica- 
tion of the whole series in small volumes, neatly got up with plates, 
and published at 5s, a volume, so that for 10s. the novels origi- 
ginally published at 203. might be offered to the public, Mr. 
Cadell thea visited Sir Walter Scott at Abbotsford, and entered 
into a fresh partnership with him, the former agreeing to supply 
the capital as a set off to Sir Walter’s name, influence, and literary 
assistance; and there is no doubt that this plan, which has been 
extended to the publication of the works in other forms, has realized, 
since it began to be carried into effect, not less than 4 quarter of i 
million sterling. A month or two after the crash of Constable’s 
house, Lady Scott died. Domestic affliction thus following fast 
upon worldly calamity, the prodigious labour which these numerous 
works required was too much for the most robust frame, and be- 
tween the autumn of 1830 and the spring of 1831, a great change 
had taken place in his appearance; he gradually grew worse, and 
died in 1832, regretted by the whole nation, and more than one 
monument of national respect and admiration has been raised to 
his memory.

SHockinc DEATHS FROM STARVATION.—BIRKEN- 
HEAD.—On Sunday, Inspector M‘Neill proceeded to an empty house 
in Oak-street, Birkenhead, where he found a woman lying dead 
upon the floor, and a child, about nine months old, also dead, lying 
at her feet. our young children, whose ages average from about 
four to ten, were huddled round the fireplace. The grate contained 
some scanty fuel, and the poor creatures were, in the language of 
the inspector, ‘‘ attemping to squeeze the heat out of the bars.” 
Behind the children lay the dead bodies of the mother and child. 
The house contained no article of furniture whatever, nor was there 
a morsel of food of any description within the walls. It appears 
that the deceased female (who was about forty years of age) was 
named Ellen Kane. She had come with her children from Ireland 
only a few days ago, and, forcing in the door, took possession of the 
unoccupied house, where she was found dead. She never applied 
to any of the parochial officers for relief, probably from fear of 
removal; and the existence of the family, and their circumstances, 
were unknown to the authorities of the place until the inspector 
was informed of her death. The children stated to the officer that 
they had not tasted anything since Saturday'‘morning, when their 
mother distributed amongst them a little bread. Mr. Downing, 
surgeon, was called in, and gave an opinion that both mother and 
child had perished from starvation, 


Accidents and Offences. 


Post-orriceE RoBpbery aT CARMARTHEN.—Miss Anne 
Matthews, youngest daughter of Mr. Matthews, postmaster, was 
brought before the borough magistrates, on a charge of abstracting 
money from letters. Several cases were entered into, in which 
money had been abstracted; and the letters which had contained it 
were found amongst papers in her desk. The cases were clearly 
proved, and at the close of the examination, which lasted about 
three hours, she was committed to take her trial at the next session. 
Mr. Ramsey, who attended from the General Post-office, fully 
exonerated Mr. Matthews, Mrs. Matthews, and Miss Sarah 
Matthews from all blame whatever, and stated that they stood as 
high in the estimation of the authorities at the Post-office as they 
ever did. He also stated that he had several other charges against 
Miss Anne Matthews, which he would not prefer at present. This 
transaction has caused a great deal of excitement in the town. 


A FatrHer ACCIDENTALLY SHoT By HIS Son.—Last 
week the Rev. Mr. Farwell, rector of St. Martin’s, Looe, went 
with his two sons to a pond, a short distance from his house, the 
elder son having a gun loaded with swanshot. A coot made its 
appearance in the pond, when the son fired at it, not observing that 
his father was on the opposite side, when a shot struck him on the 
cheek, just below the right eye, where it remains embedded. The 
blood flowed copiously from the nose and mouth. Hopesare enter- 
tained that the shot may soon be extracted. 


Tora. Loss or AN Emicrant Suip.—We regret to 
state that the emigrant-ship Atlantic, Captain Ross, which sailed 
from Liverpool for New Orleans, on the 12th ult., has been run on 
shore near Ardrossan, and gone to pieces. The Atlantic had no 
less than four hundred emigrants on board; and, considering the 
tempestuous weather through which she passed prior to the accident, 
it is somewhat wonderful that no lives were lost. This was ina 
great degree owing to the activity, manly bearing, nautical skill, 
and great humanity of the gallant captain who commanded the ship. 


EraHt Prrsons Drownep.—The village of Halton, 
near Lancaster, has been a scene of extraordinary commotion and 
excitement, in consequence of the upsetting of asmall flat-bottomed 
boat in the river Lune, immediately adjoining that village. As- 
sistance was immediately procured, but was entirely unavailing. 
It appears that the workmen employed upon the North Western 
Railway, which runs along the other bank of the river, have been 
for some time back in the habit of using this boat for the purpose 
of crossing over to Halton, where many of them reside. On the 
evening in question, about six o’clock, the boat had been twice 
across, but on the third occasion, so great was the anxiety to cross, 
that no fewer than thirteen crowded uponit. There being some 
danger apprehended, three of the parties jumped ashore, and with 
its freight of ten human beings the boat was pushedoff. It reached 
about midway of the stream, when a wave caught it, and it imme- 
diately capsized. There was a strong fresh in the river, and the 
boat was seen floating rapidly down; voices were heard as if some 
of the parties were clinging to the boat, but unfortunately, no other 
boat being at hand, the necessary assistance could not be rendered. 
Of the ten persons on board, two only were saved; one of them 
swam to the bulk side of the river, and the other landed upon the 
Halton side; the other eight sank to rise no more, 


Deatu By Fire.—A melancholy accident has occurred 
(says the Carlisle Patriot) at Claremont-place, Gateshead. The 
maid-servant of Mr. Robinson, of Claremont-place, heard cries from 
the room in which her mistress had been sitting, and ran up from 
the kitchen. She found the room filled with smoke, and saw Mrs. 
Robinson lying on the floor in flames. An alarm brought in the 
neighbours, by whom the fire was extinguished, and medical aid 
was immediately procured; but the unfortunate lady died the next 
day, without having been able to give any account as to how the 
accident occurred, Mr. Robinson, who is a partner in the Nor- 
thumberland Glass-works, was from home at the time, but returned 
from Leeds on receiving intelligence of the sad calamity. 


A Vittacrk Burnep To THE GRrounD.—Last week a 
fire broke out in the picturesque village of Greenend, near Sawtry, 
which destroyed nearly forty houses, nearly one-half of the place. 
About half-past seven o’clock in the evening, flames were observed 
issuing from the premises in the occupation of a Mr. Flanders, and 
were supposed to have originated by a spark falling from the chimney 
on the thatched roof. A furious storm, existing at the time, 
scattered the flames to the houses adjacent, which, on account of 
being thatched, ignited rapidly, and in an incredily short space of 
time no fewer than twelve houses were in ablaze. The bulk of 
them being tenanted by poor farming labourers, it was most dis- 
tressing to witness the poor people rushing about in a state of 
almost distraction; most of them, the flames extending with such 
velocity from house to house, were unable to save any portion of 
their furniture or property. ‘Two engines were brought into play, 
but were of no avail against the strong wind. The conflagration 
was not checked till nearly twelve o’clock at night. Every exertion 
was made by the rector and principal inhabitants to provide tem- 
porary shelter for the unfortunate people who had been burnt out 
of their houses. A subscription has been set on foot for them. 


SuricrpE oF Mr. VARLEY, ENGRAVER AND JEWELLER, 
Firet-strest.—On Friday evening (last week) an inquest was 
held on the body of Mr. Benjamin Moxon Varley, who was discovered 
to have shot himself. The deceased, who succeeded his late father 
Some years since, was a bachelor, and was found by his housekeeper.

his bedroom, quite dead. Verdict, ‘That the deceased had 
shot himself, but there was no evidence as to the state of his mind 
at the time.”

Fanny Smith, aged 59, who committed suicide by cutting her 
throat. Deceased, who was the wife of Mr. Smith, tailor, residing

very desponding state of mind, caused by the death in childbed of 
her daughter-in-law. On the Thursday night she appeared more 
cheerful, but about half-past two on the Friday morning she cut 
her throat with a knife. Surgical aid was promptly procured, but 
it was of no avail, as her violence prevented the surgeon sewing up 
the wound. She was taken to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, where 
she repeatedly and with great emphasis declared that she had lived 
a most happy life. She lingered till Saturday morning, when she 
expired. Verdict— Temporary insanity.” 


MURDER oF 4 GAMEKEEPER.— George May, a watcher 
in the Duke of Cleveland’s employment, left his home at Raby 
Folly, at six o’clock a.m,, and, not returning, a search was made, 
and the body was found in Trundle Myer’s plantation. He was 
lying on his face in a pool of blood, his head being almost blown 


off, He hadno gun. <A loaded double-barrelled pistol was found 
in his coat pocket, 


HorriBLe Murper or a Cuiip By rts MoTHER.— 
At Portsmouth, Mary Anne Beveridge, a blind woman, was brought 
before Major Travers, and William Thompson, Esq., charged with 
the wilful murder of her son, about five years of age. The prisoner, 
about two years ag0, was tried at the Winchester assizes for the 
murder of another child, when a verdict of insanity was given, and 
she was ordered to be kept in confinement. After she had under- 
gone a short imprisonment at Winchester she was transmitted to 
the Portsea union, whence she has since been liberated, but by 
whose orders is at present unknown.—William Cox, 2 police- 
constable, stated that about ten minutes before eight o’clock on Fri- 
day morning (last week) he was on duty at the Portsea station- 
house, when the prisoner came to him. He spoke to her first, and 
said, “‘ Well, what do you want?’’ Not answering him, he asked 
the same question a second time, when she replied, ‘‘I have 
strangled another child.” He asked if it was dead, when she re- 
plied, ‘ Yes.” He then asked her how old it was, and she said, 
‘“‘ Five years old.” He next inquired whether it was a boy or girl, 
when she said, “It is my boy.” He afterwards asked where she 
lived, when she replied, ‘‘ In Military-row, in a high red house.” 
Witness detained the prisoner, and despatched another constable 
to the house to make inquiries, when it was found that the state- 
ment made by the wretched woman was but tootrue. The poor 
child was found in bed strangled by means of a cotton cord being 
twisted tightly round its throat.—The bench remanded the prisoner, 
to allow time for the coroner’s inquest to be held,

PARIS. 


If the Paris journals on the side of order are to be believed, the 
French capital has had a very narrow and fortunate escape.

MONTHLY BOUQUET. 


We have now advanced one month towards the joyous season of 


flowers, and have had our eyes delighted with the sight of a few more 
of these earth’s sweetest offspring. Cold must that heart be which 
does not gladden at the first flower which meets his eyes after the 
bleakness and dreariness of winter. Cold must he be, not to the 
charms of Nature alone, but to all those kind and affectionate feel- 
ings which cheer and comfort us in our pains and sorrows. He 
who loves not flowers is fully as unamiable as the man whom our 
bard describes as not loving music. 
Who does not welcome the time when 
«¢ The snowdrop, Winter’s timid child, 
Awakes to life bedewed with tears, 
And flings around its fragrance mild, 
And where no rival flowrets bloom, 
Amidst the bare and chilling gloom, 
A beauteous gem appears.” 


The snowdrop, or “fair maid of February,” though not origin- 


ally indigenous to England, is now spoken of in our botanical 


works as a native plant. This lovely flower is not noticed in the 
works of our older herbalists and early poets, nor is it often found, 
excepting in spots which are known to have been the sites of ancient 
gardens. Gerard calls it the ‘‘ timely flowering bulbous violet,” and 
says, “‘These plants do growe wilde in Italie and the places 
adjacent, notwithstanding our London gardens have taken posses- 
sion of them all for many years past.” 

The SNowprop (Galanthus nivalis). The plant belongs to the 
family of Amaryllidacée, and grows wild in France, Italy, Austria, 
and Silesia, and receives its name of Galanthus from two Greek 
words signifying ‘‘ milk” and “flower,” on account of the milky 
whiteness of its blossoms. The corolla is attached to the stalk in 
so delicate a manner that it moves with the wind in every position, 
without danger of being snapped asunder, while its drooping 
moisture, and the pure whiteness of its petals, cause them to act 
as reflectors of light and heat to the anthers. 

The author of the “Flora Historica” suggests that, although 
the snowdrop appears to greatest advantage springing from the 
grassy sides of the orchard’s hedge, or the undisturbed turfy rising 
grounds of the garden, yet that, in small gardens, they would ap- 
pear to great advantage under shrubs or trees, and, if planted in 
the lawn, have all the appearance of growing wild. As grass-plots 
seldom require mowing until the time of the snowdrop’s flowering 
is over, it may be in some instances planted in the most favourable 
spots for being seen from the windows of the breakfast-room. 

The Primrose—Primula vulgaris, and the Potyanruvs—P. 
vulgaris, var. caulescens, belong to the natural order of Primu- 
lacéa@. ‘The former is too well known and too great a favourite to 
need description. The botanical name (Primula) of this harbinger 
of spring is derived from primus, first, or prime. Hence the 
flower has been called prime-rose, which has been contracted into 
primrose. 

The polyanthus is a florist’s flower. The colour is always yel- 
low and brown, and the finest flowers are those which have the 
segments ofthe corolla flat, and the circumference marked with a 
yellow line; the pistil should not be seen, the anthers alone being 
visible, and arranged symmetrically so as to form what florists 
calla moss eye. Sometimes the anthers are not seen, but the style 
and stigma stand up conspicuously like a large pin; when this is 
the case, the flowers are called pin-eyed, and are worthless. The 
polyanthus, the primrose, the oxlip, and _ the cowslip, are all 
species of the same genus, and hybrise readily, so that an endless 
number of varieties may be raised from seed. When there is 
room and leisure, this affords a great source of interest to the 
amateur. ‘ 

The WINTER AconiTE (Helleborus hyemalis), belonging to the 
order Ranunculacee, is a great favourite with early-flower growers, 
from the pleasing contrast of its bright yellow blossoms with the 
deep green of the elegantly cut leaf. Irom the ease with which it 
is raised, and the rapidity with which it spreads, the winter 
aconite has become very common, The plant May be propagated 
by seeds, which it ripens abundantly, but which do not flower till 
the second year, When the plant is to be divided, it should be 
done in June, or as soon as the leaves have withered, as otherwise 
the plant will wither from the decay of the tuberous part. When 
once established, the winter aconite spreads rapidly, and generally 
appears to change its position every year. 


LITERATURE. 


OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
English Medieval Embroidery. London: J.H. Parker. 1848, 


The greater part of the first division of this interesting little 
work was originally a contribution to ‘The Archwological 
Journal,’’ about four years since; but, as the information there 
given was confined principally to the readers of that most ex- 
cellent publication, we are glad the learned author has been in- 
duced to give it to the world in a separate form, and with 
valuable additional matter. The second division, or the 
“¢ Practical Chapter,” written by a female hand, will have a 
peculiar charm for ladies, as the fair authoress not only gives 
a full account of all the materials employed,—the velvet or 
silk to which the embroidery is attached— the unbleached 
linen on which the figures, &c., are wrought—the “ rich gold 
thread, called passing, or tambour, floss silk and mitorse, or 
twisted silk, jewels, beads, raised spangles, &c.,””—but furnishes 
minute directions as to the long, short, chain stitches, &c., 
which are necessary to enable the ladies of the present 
day to emulate the works for which their ancestors were 
once so renowned. Many of our readers, perhaps, are not 
aware that so great was the excellency of the needle- 
work of English female hands, that it was known on the 
Continent by the name of Anglican opus, or English work. The 
orphreys of goodly needlework are continually mentioned ; and 
we find in the will of John, Bishop of Marseilles, who died in 
1345, that he made a special bequest to the church of his alb 
that was wrought with English orfrais. Pope Innocent Ivy, 
was so delighted at the dresses of some of his ecclesiastics, that, 
on learning they came from England, he despatched official 
letters to nearly all the abbots of the Cistercian order in Eng- 
land, urging them to procure some of those dresses for his choir, 
for nothing if they could accomplish it, but if not, at all events 
to purchase them. 

This kind of work was not, however, confined to ecclesiastical 
uses: it formed part of the decorations of royalty and of military 
costume, as well as for domestic purposes. We find an entry 
on an Issue Roll of 9th Edward HI. (1335), payment made for 
two vests of green velvet, embroidered with gold, one of which 
was decorated with sea sirens, bearing a shield with the arms 
of England and Hainault ; and for making a white robe worked 
with pearls, and a robe of velvet cloth, embroidered with gold 
of divers workmanship, made against the confinement of the 
Lady Philippa, Queen of England. In short, the wardrobe 
books which have come down to us, and the wills both of noble 
and priyate individuals, abound with mention of articles of 
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needlework. Perhaps no mansion in England has so rich a 
collection of tapestry as Hardwick-hall, in Derbyshire, where 
the embroidery wrought by the Countess of Shrewsbury forms 
a remarkable feature :— 

“You view a moving picture,” says our author: ‘‘ the walls are 
vocal with hound and horn; you walk through a region of romance, 
of allegory, and of history, as you pass from room to room, until at 
length the eye grows weary with the shifting scenes of delight and 
deception. 

“ ‘The arms and ensigns of Mary Queen of Scots, so long the too 
fondly-cherished prisoner of George, Earl of Shrewsbury, still 
exist; and some of her own royal work is preserved among these 
treasures, together with a carpet embroidered by her needle, and a 
suit of hangings.” 

The Countess of Shrewsbury was as famous for her love of 
building as for the works of the needle :— 

“She erected both houses and hospitals, sumptuously fitting up 
the one and endowing the other. The noble dwelling at Chats- 
worth, and the embattled walls of Bolsover, proclaim the princely 
outlay made from her fortune.” 


It was said by one that she would live as long as she con- 
tinued to build; and soit happened. Winter rendered a sus- 
pension of the works at Chatsworth necessary, and the 
countess, at the age of cighty-seven, was carried to her grave. 
With all the care exercised in raising her family to an extra- 
ordinary pitch of greatness, and with a laudable ambition to 
decorate her native county with the most magnificent resi- 
dences ; with an affectionate discharge of maternal duties to 
fourteen children, and a due performance of the conjugal 
obedience claimed successively by four husbands: she, like all 
the gentlewomen of that generation, found leisure to embroider 
her own chairs and work her own counterpanes. Our limits 
forbid us to indulge in a long notice of this work, which, but 
for that hindrance, we would gladly have given. Recommend- 
ing all our readers who are interested in the history of an art 
peculiarly feminine to purchase the book for themselves, we 
can promise that they will never regret the outlay,

THE DRAMA. 


HAYMARKET.—The Court plays and entertainments con- 
tinue to attract crowded houses at this theatre; and they deserve to 
do so—not because court favour has to so great a degree called 
public attention to them for the moment, but on account of the 
admirable manner in which they are sustained. We have seldom 
witnessed a finer display of histrionic talent than was displayed on 
Monday last in that greatest conception of human genius, “‘ Hamlet.

While such 
overflowing houses continue to these performances Mr. Webster 
need not trouble himself for novelties. Anew farce by Rodwell, 
we hear, is accepted—and not from the French. 


Princess’s.—Of this theatre we need say but little, but 
that little will, doubtless, be most pleasing to the manager’s feel- 
ings ; namely, that the continued attraction of “ Bluff King Hal’’ 
crowds the theatre nightly.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Panis, SuNDAY.—The Government on Saturday demanded per- 
mission from the Assembly to prosecute M. Proudhon for the articles 
which have appeared in his journal. The report of the committee 
on the project of closing the clubs rejects the urgency. This report 
was adopted by 418 to 342. Ledru Rollin then presented a pro- 
ject for impeaching the Ministry, signed by 48 members. The 
troops remained under arms all night, and strong reinforcements 
were brought in from the Banlieue. The Garde Mobile having 
threatened a manifestation against the Government, their superior 
officer was called before General Changarnier, to whom he uttered 
strong language, breaking his sword, and throwing it at the 
general’s feet. A detachment of Gendarmes was sent for, and 
four officers of the Garde Mobile were immediately arrested.— 
A Cabinet Council was held on Monday at the palace of the 
President of the Republic. The Ministers having announced 
the proceedings of Saturday to the President, he replied that 
he saw no reason to change his course of policy, and that the 
Cabinet might depend upon his firm and persevering support.— 
The rappel was beaten at a quarter to ten o’clock on Monday, 
throughout the city, in consequence of a report that the Garas 
Mobile intended to attack the National Assembly the same day, 
and force it to dissolve. Considerable alarm was created, as it was 
the first time the rappel was heard since the month of June last.— 
On Tuesday Paris was tranquil. Strong patrols had perambulated 
the streets throughout the night. There had been no revival of 
agitation. 7 

BrussEts.—It is the intention of the Government to place the 
palace of the Prince of Orange at the disposal of the diplomatists 
who are to take part at conferences at Brussels for the settlement of 
the Italian question. . 

HAnover.—The féte of the introduction of the fundamental law 
took place on the 21st ult. The superintending committee had 
invited all who adhered to the fundamental laws and would defend 
them. <A cortége of 3000 persons was accordingly formed, preceded 
by a standard. The procession was composed of artisans, me- 
chanics, students of the Polytechnic schools, and burghers, but 
none of the public functionaries or persons connected with the 
Court er nobility joined it, for Struve, the Ministers, and all the 
nobility are hostile to the fundamental laws. 

ITaLyY.— LoMBARDY. — Intelligence has been received at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in Paris, that 20,000 men had been sent 
by Radetski to reinforce the besieging corps before Venice, which, 
it appears, is to be vigorously attacked. For this purpose 9000 
men have been detached from Milan, 7000 from Placentia, and 
about 4000 from Brescia. 

FRANKFORT. —It is now decided that the future Regent of 
Germany shall be chosen from among its crowned heads. 

PrrpMoNT.—The decree by which the Government of Rome pro- 
claims the Roman Constituante the nucleus of an Italian Consti- 
tuante, has brought a new element of trouble into Piedmont and 
Tuscany. The statutes of these states have no instituted uni- 
versal suffrage, and great agitation prevails in both, having for its 
object the adoption of universal suffrage and the declaration of the 
Italian Constituante. 

Bavarra.—Municu.—The King opened the Chambers on the 
22nd ult. with a speech from the throne. 

Unirep Srates.—American papers of the 12th ult. have arrived 
at Liverpool by the Waterloo, The California mania is raging 
more generally than ever. Many holders of lucrative situations 
have given them up to become gold-seekers. Several artists, 
editors, printers, and doctors, have also joined in the pilgrimage. 
On Wednesday, the 10th ult., a ‘mass’ meeting was held in New 
York, to organize an overland expedition to California. Articles 
of agreement, pledging the subscribers to abide by the orders and 
instructions of the president and directors, and to furnish, from 
time to time, the necessary funds, were signed by a large number 
of persons, each paying the initiation fee of one dollar. The 
printed report of a committee appointed at a previous meeting was 
also produced and distribnted. 


AUSTRALIA.—Despatches have been received by the South 
Australian Company, from their colonial manager at Adelaide, 
dated Sept. 30, from which the following is an extract :—‘‘ Captain 
R—— tells me that he has raised about twenty tons of ore from 
the sett in Lynedoch Valley, and that he has discovered (on assay) 
3} oz. of gold in a ton of the ores raised.” Of course, no decisive 
opinion can be formed as to the continuance of such ore, but the 
fact that it has been found, and assayed by one perfectly competent, 
is undoubted, and calculated to excite considerable hopes. Smelting 
operations have commenced in the colony,

THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The horses of William’s messengers are held by a diminutive 
person with a beard, over whom is inscribed the name Turold, 
and whose figure was given in our last number. His dress is 
totally different from all the other personages. He is clad in a 
kind of tunic, and his trousers come down as far as the ankle. 
His head does not appear so large as we should expect to see if 
he were a dwarf; and, although small in person, he is evidently 
strong, as he is holding a horse in each hand, one of which is 
throwing up his head and struggling. The conjectures respect- 
ing this personage have been extremely various ; the most sin- 
gular is that of Miss Strickland, who, without assigning any 
authority for her statement, startles us with the following 
account :-— 

‘**This pictorial chronicle of her mighty consort’s achieve- 
ments appears to have been in part, at least, designed for 
Matilda by Thierry, a dwarf artist, who, moved by a natural 
desire of claiming his share in the celebrity which he foresaw 
would attach to the work, has cunningly introduced his own 
effigies therein with a sly inscription, importing that he was 
the person who illuminated the canvas with the proper outlines 
and colours,” 

Turold, we find, was not an uncommon name in Normandy, 
and there doubtless was good reason why the individual here 
introduced should have been thus especially noticed. The 
tutor of William was named Turold, but he died before the 
conquest, so that he could not be intended by the figure. 

Another Turold succeeded Odo as Bishop of Bayeux; he,

however, could not be the person introduced. Domesday 
Book furnishes the best clue to a satisfactory explanation, by 
informing us that a son of Turold was one of the under-tenants 
of Odo, in Essex. Turold himself was, no doubt, a follower of 
the prelate, and on that account was introduced into the 
tapestry. This conjecture will be found to be confirmed by a 
similar mention of two other followers of Odo in a later portion 
of the needlework. 

Immediately after the horses of the messengers, we see an 
open room or hall, probably that of Count Guy, towards which 
two persons are coming at full speed, their hair streaming, 
to depict haste. They have lances in their right hands, 
with the points forward, and shields ornamented with a dragon- 
like figure on their left arms. Over them is the inscription, 
** Nuntii Willelmi’’—The messengers of William. 

It is probable that Guy at first refused to release Harold at 
William’s request, and that these are two other messengers 
hastening to use more powerful arguments, and threats, if 
necessary, to compel Guy to accede to the duke’s wishes, On 
the tree, which here again marks the usual division, a man is 
represented as being on the look out for the return of those who 
had been sent. The position of the figure and the galloping 
of the horses are meant to designate the impatience of the duke. 

Under Turold the border represents a man throwing a stone 
from a sling at some birds, The Anglo-Saxons were excecd- 
ingly skilful in the management of the sling; its form is pre- 
served in several of their paintings, and a manuscript of the 
eighth century, in the Cotton Library, has a representation 
similar to that on the border. In that manuscript the figure is 
throwing a stone at a bird upon the wing, which is at some 
distance from him. The war-sling was attached to a staff, 
three or four feet in length, wielded with both hands, and loaded

BBB BASWS NEWSPAPER 


A MAN ROBBED AND THROWN INTO THE RIVER. 

At Southwark, Michael Knight, a respectable-looking man, was brought 
up from the station-house at the rear of this court, where he had been for 
some hours, having been previously taken out of the river in an exhausted 
condition, into which he stated he had been thrown by two men for refusing 
to give them some money.—A fireman, belonging to the floating fire-engine 
moored off the Southwark-bridge, stated that, while on board that morning 
about three o’clock, he heard the cries of some person in distress at some 
distance off, and a splashing of water as if he was inthe river. He (witness) 
got into a boat alongside, and rowed towards the spot whence the noise 
proceeded, and, on approaching a barge that was moored off Bankside, he 
saw a man in the river, struggling to keep his head above water by holding 
ona plank that projected a little beyond the others, but he was in such an 
exhausted condition when witness got there that he must have sunk ina 
very short time. Witness, however, extricated the man from his perilous 
situation by dragging him into his boat, and, some policemen having by that 
time been attracted to the spot, they got him on shore, and subsequently to 
the station-house, where a change of clothing being procured, and proper 
attention shown to him, he soon recovered sufficiently to be enabled to give 
an account of the circumstances which led to his being found in the river, 
Witness was present when he made the statement, which was to the effect 
that he had been over in the City with some friends, and on his return home, 
in walking along Bankside, he was accosted by two men, one of whom asked 
him for some money, which he refused to give, and that, immediately upon 
his refusal, he had his watch forcibly snatched from his pocket, and on his 
resisting, being near the river-side at the time, his two assailants pushed 
him off Bankside into the water, and left him to struggle for his life. The 
witness added that the men appeared to have been drinking, but they were 
not intoxicated.—[ Where was the police all this time?]—Mr. Cottingham 
questioned Knight, who said that he had been seven years in the employ of 
Mr. Hales, a tallow-chandler, and that, being out with some friends on Sunday 
until a late hour, as he was walking home he was interrupted by two men 
on Bankside. They wanted money from him, which he refused to give 
them, and they then pushed him into the river; and he certainly would 
have been drowned but for the assistance rendered to him by the man from 
the fire-engine, who got him into the boat at a time he wag exhausted and 
inasinking condition.—Mr. Cottingham said that the complainant’s account 
of the circumstances attending his being attacked in the way he described 
and thrown into the river was very alarming, and the police, being informed 
of it, would no doubt endeavour to discover the perpetrators of such a 
desperate act. The magistrate added that Knight had to consider that his 
life was saved by the prompt attention of the man from the floating fire-engine 


A PROFESSED BEGGAR.—CRUELTY TO A CHILD. 

At Westminster, Hannah Kelly, a middle-aged woman, whose face was 
disfigured by a contusion under each eye, apparently the result of a recent 
pugilistic encounter, was charged with begging, and also with cruelty to a 
fine little child she held in her arms.—Mr. W. Williams, residing at Chelsea, 
said that he was passing through Pelham-crescent, Brompton, at about one 
o’clock that day (Monday), when the defendant solicited alms of him. At 
the time he first observed the woman the child was perfectly quiet, but 
when he got abreast of her the child gave aloud scream, but was quiet again 
almost directly he had passed. Struck with the singularity of the circum- 
stance, and entertaining some suspicion as to the cause of the poor child’s 
screaming, he watched the defendant for several minutes, and when there 
were no persons near, the child was extremely quiet, but the very moment 
a lady or gentleman approached the child again screamed.—Mr. Broderip 
inquired whether it was such a scream as a child would give in consequence 
of sudden pain?]—Mr. Williams replied that it was. He then went to look 
for a policeman, and found that two ladies who had also observed her conduct 
were in quest of an officer in order to give her into custody.—G. Coster, 
196 B, stated that two ladies complained to him of the defendant’s conduct.— 
Mr. Broderip inquired whether anything was known of the defendant 1—The 
police replied that she had been about the streets for the last twelve months, 
and was a regular beggar.—Mr. Broderip asked her whether the child was 
her own?—Defendant replied that it was.—Mr. Broderip expressed his 
regret that he had not the power to take the poor little thing away from her. 
He entertained not the slightest doubt that the defendant was a professed 
beggar, and one of the very worst of that class. It was in general with 
reluctance that he exercised the extreme power given him, but in this 
instance he regretted that the law did not allow him to inflict a greater 
punishment, as he had no doubt that she was in the habit of tormenting the 
poor child that by its cries she might the better extract money from the 
benevolent passers-by. He then committed her for one month to hard labour 
in the House of Correction.
